GENERAL TYNBR SENDS IN HIS 
RESIGNATION. 


Morgan Peremptorily Refuses to Acceptthe Treasury 
Portfolio—Conkling and Folger Mentioned for 
the Place—The Senate Prebably to Ad- 
journ To-day or To-morrow. 


W asurxeton, October 26.—Senate.— Mr. Ran- 
som offered a resolution continuing the pow- 
ers of the committee on the condition of the 
Potomac river at Washington, and ordering 
it to report in December next. Adopted. 

Mr. Sherman called up the resolution offered 
by him yesterday for the investigation of the 
disbursement of the contingent fund of the 
treasury department. Adopted. 

On Mr. Sherman's motion the meline report 
was then referred to the committee on appro- 
priations. 

Adjourned. 

In executive session to-day the senate con- 
firmed the following nominations: Henry H. 
diarnet, as minister to Liberia; Wm. C. Raum, 
Inited States marshal for the southern dis- 
trict of Mississippi; Henry M. Cooper, collec- 
tor internal revenue, Little Rock, Ark; M. M. 
4iibbs, register of the land office, Little Rock, 
Ark: Henry C. Rudsell, postmaster, Eufaula, 
Ala. A number of army and navy promo- 
tions were also confirmed. 

The senate, after a brief executive session, 
adjourned. 

Judge Porter, of New York, telegraphs ex- 
pressing his willingness to assist in the prose- 
«ution of Guiteau. 

The cabinet matters are still in statu quo. 

The French minister received and enter- 
tained the French guests of the nation to- 
night in royal style. All the diplomatic corps, 
members of congress and many other promi- 
nent men were present. Secretary Blaine has 
the capital illuminated to-night, to take the 
French visitors through and show them the 
buildings. The leave here to- 
morrow morning for Philadelphia, thence to 
Boston, where the state department will take

formal leave of them, 

President Arthur informed a_ senator, to- 
dave that he would not ask the senate 
remain in session longer than Thursday even- 
ing. 

The probability of Conkling being nomina- 
ted for secretary ofthe treasury is freely 
talked of here, to-night, and it is very evident 
that his appointment would be received with 
more fayor by prominent republicans here 
than it would two weeks orevenone week 
since. It is universally conceded that the 
treasury portfolio will go to New: York, and 
the general sentiment is that it Is very proper 
that itshould. Looking over the list of New 
York republicans worthy to be considered 


in connection with the secretaryship of the | 


treasury, some even who have no. special 
friendship for Conkling, admit that he pos- 
superior claims and __ fitness 
others of that state. A republican senator 
who was outspoken in his opposition to Conk- 
ling’s course, last spring, and who but recently 
thought Conkling ought not to be even con- 
sidered in connection with Arthur's cabinet, 
said to-night that he was inclinied to believe 
{‘onkling decidedly the strongest secretary of 
the treasury the president can appoint from 
New York. Hesaid that Conkling as head of 
the treasury would rise above petty spites and 
revenges, and instead of wisdePiakine to be- 
smirch former secretaries, he would summa- 
rily dismiss all officials and employes who 
have been guilty of irregularities, fill their 
places with good men, and devote himself 
to the high and important duties of the 
position. This senator said that there 
would, of course, be  loud-mouthed 
objection to Conkling, but he 
Was satisfied his appointment would meet 
with much more approval than condemna- 
tion. He had no doubt that in less than six 
months Conkling would have the substantial 
sentiment of the country with him This 
senator is not alone, of that body, in having 
experienced such a change sib Sa recently 
concerning Conkling, and Conkling has warm 
friends here, who watch every symptom fa- 
vorable to him, and probably report it where 
they think it will do most good. A member 
of congress from Wisconsin said, this morn- 
ing, that there was no doubt of Howe's nomi- 
nation as attorney general before the senate 
adjourned. He said that this appointment 
had been determined upon, and no change 
in the secretaryship of the treasury would 
affect it. Howe hasthe support of all the 
leading Wisconsin republicans, besides that of 
General Grant and others, and 
been persistently urging him for a cabinet 
position since President Arthur first began to 
wonsider the question of his cabinet. 
Howe's friends said, to-day, that Howe had 
been in public life for years; was poor, honest, 
and a man of ability, and would make an ex- 
cellent attorney general. It 
Governor Morgan wrote a letter to the presi- 
dentin regard to the secretaryship, which, 
while it did not in express terms say that he 
would accept, did not decline, and this, back- 
ed by the assurances of some of his friends 
that he would aceept, induced the president 
to nominate him. Morgan, himself, appears 
to have had a desire to take this place, but his 
wife strenuously opposed it, and was sapport- 
ed by his physicians. 

Folger, of New York, is prominently men- 
tioned for the treasury, but those here who 
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know him best do not believe he wouldaccept |

President Arthur to-day remarked to a prom- 
inent senator that he felt confident the senate 
would be enabled to adjourn to-morrow, or 
Friday at least. This remark was communi- 
cated to the senate during the executive ses- 
sion this afternoon, and it was understood to 
signify that.a new nomination for the secre- 
taryship of the treasury will be sent-in to- 
morrow. 

Most of the senators have become very im- 
patient at the prolongation of the session, and 
while the doors were closed to-day a resolution 
was offered for immediate adjournment sine 
die, but in consequence of the above men- 
tioned statement the mover was induced to 
withdraw it. 


First Assistant Postmaster-General Tyner 
tendered his resignation to-day, as a sequel of 
the following correspondence: 

WASHINGTON, October 26, 1881.—To Hon. Thomas 
L. James, Postmaster General: Sir—I inclose here- 
with, in response to your letter of the 14th inst., my 
resignation of the office of first assistant postmaster 
general, to be delivered to the president on condi- 
tion that the request for it is not based on charges 
against my official honor or integrity, especially in 
counection with the alleged star route frauds, either 
by direct uct or neglect of duty. If such charges 
have been made or implied, it is proper that they 
should be clearly stated and that 1 should have an 
opportunity tu reply to them. I believe that you 

jil approve this suggestion. Very respectfully, 
Bur obedient servant, : JAMES N. TYNER. 
The postmaster general replied as follows: 
WASHINGTON, October 26, 1881.—Sir: I have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of your resigna- 
tion of the office of first assistant postmaster general, 
which I have just handed to the president. In reply 
to your inquiry I have to say that the request for 
your resignation was not based upon any reflection 
on your personal or official integrity. Very respect- 
fully, THOMAS L. JAMES, Postmaster General. 

In connection with the correspondence 
Judge Tyner authorizes a statement which 
will be published to-morrow morning, in 
whieh he says that he has not recently tried 
to hold the office for the sake of the place, 
but only to protect his reputation, The 
president directed that the Jctter requesting 
his resignation should be sent quietly withont 
publicity on the representation to him that 
the relations existing between the postmaster 
general and fvwner were unfriendly, and 
that the latter desired to be relieved. 
The desire of Mr. James to have him go out 
Was in consequence of the existing ill-feeling 
between them. Mr. Tyner thinks it origina- 
ted with meddlesome persons, and as the post- 
master general states that the request for his 
resignation was not based upon any reflec- 
tions upon his personal and official integrity, 
it is evident that the honor of neither was in- 
volved, Recent newspaper attacks make it 
necessary, however, that he should answer 
them. Hesays that the charge that some of 
the most indefensible transactions of the con- 
tract occurred while he presided over it and 
was postmaster general, is misleading. He was 
always opposed to expeditions and very rarely 
ordered or consented to them, and he thinks 
that the sixteen months of his term in office 
was freer from unnecessary expenditures than 
any similar period of later years. Regarding 
the report on the star service that he made to 
Judge Key after his return from the Pacific 
coast, in 1879, he says he made the investiga- 
tion on Key’s written order, submitted the re. 
port to him, and called his intention to what 
he believed to be unnecessary service and 
to the remedies Which he — proposed 
for the _ evils’ of the star route 
system. He is willing to stake his reputation 
on the report. To the suggestion that he af- 
terward acted as post master-general, and did 
not discontinue theseryice he reported upon, 
he replies that he afterward so acted 
only fora short time, and that he was not 
justified anyhow in disturbing it. Key says 
he approved the service after the report was 
made, That removed it from the action of 
any one else afterward. The insinuation that 
this report was suppressed and afterward cap- 
tured by Mr. James is unworthy of anybody 
engaged in the star route investigation. Tothe 
charges that he obstructed the star route in- 
vestigation, Mr. Tyner says that the business; of 
his office and that of the contract office areas 
separate as if they were in different-depart- 
ments. He could not obstruct without offi- 
cious intermeddling, and :no one in the de- 
partinent will claim that he ever did that. 
Mr. Tyner says that he has never failed to 
furnish any information about the star route 
or anything else when called on to do so, nor 
has he omitted to volunteer such informa- 
tion. At the commencement of Mr. James's 
term he offered his services freely and unre-

THE BIG PRINT SHOP. 


A NICE LITTLE STORY CONNECTED 
THEREWITH. 


Mr. Oyster, a Discharged Foreman of the Government 
Printing Office,Narrates a Horrible Story of How 
the Female Employes of the Establish- 
ment are Treated by the Bosses. 


Wasuinctoyx, October 26.—A _ very bitter 
fight will be waged over the possession of the 
government printing house. Mr. Defrees, 
the present public printer, has dismissed his 
foreman, Mr. Oyster, because. he learned that 
Oyster was a candidate for his place. Since 
Oyster has been dismissed he has threatened 
to expose some of the inside workings of this 
great government machine. Among other 
things Mr. Oyster charges gross immorality 
in the place, and ‘says that old women are 
kept upon the pay-roll to act as procuresses 
for some of the suberdinate officials. In an- 
swer toa general question upon the subject, 
Mr. Oyster said that “several of these old 
crones were at one time holding positions 
when work was scarce, and the 
pay correspondingly small. Their promotion 
to a more lucrative position was the result of 
an understanding with several foremen that 
they would’aid them in their nefarious 
scheme to debauch certain of the female em- 
ployes. The methods employed are substan- 
tially these: The old women's tenure of office 
depends on the fidelity with which they dis- 
charge their trust. A young girl, or woman 
of a more mature age, is working, say, on 
piece-work. This work is distributed among 
so many that instances are not wanting where 
a day’s wages at times amounts only to 10 or 
15 cents. Believing, and not without reason, 
that the old women have friends at court, 
the girls apply through them for more work. 
Of course, that means better pay than the 
starvation prices at which they have been 
laboring. With the craftinessand knowledge 
of human nature which these fiends possess 
the innocents are led on, step by step, until, 
finally, when their minds have been fully 
prepared for some great sacrifice they must 
make, in order to secure the coveted boon, 
they are told plumply that it can be obtained 
only at the price of their virtue. For the 
credit of the lady employes and the fair name 
of womanhood in general, the insulting pro- 
posal is generally spurned with indignation. 
Still, there are exceptions, but whether they 
are so from inherent badness or because the 
girls are driven to accept through force of cir- 
cumstances, I cannot say. A woman who 
has a family depending upon her for support, 
or a young girl, penniless and friendless, who 
accepts these degrading proposals, does so, 

believe, far more as a matter: of stern 
necessity than from lewdness of character. 
You remember Becky Sharp's favorite maxim: 
‘It’s very easy to. be honest on five thousand a 
year, Butif we have no charity for these

poor creatures, what punishment should be 
meted out to these scoundrels who gratify 
their lust at the expense of their victims?’ 

‘Why not expose these men by publishing 
their names?”’ 

“It is possible I will do so early next week. 
For the present you must be satisfied with a 
recital of the facts.”’ 

Mr. Oyster said in conclusion that to such 
an extent had unbridled license been. carried, 
that during the noon hour, when most of the 
employes are absent at dinner, a certain fore- 
man and his mistress secrete themselves half 
an hour ata time in one of the many crooks 
and crannies of the establishment, while the 
procuress$ stands guard. It is a burning dis- 
vrace and outrage that such practices should 
be permitted in a government department, 
but the gentleman with whom the reporter 
talked not only affirms the truth of what has 
been set down, but claims that the half has 
not vet been told. 
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A GALLON OF VITRIOL 


Emptied Upen a Crowd of Women and Children—A 
Most Malicious Crime.

burned, while several others were injured by 
pieces of a large glass jar, which was also 
thrown down. It was just before the grand 
hop began, at & o'clock, that the crime was 
committed. The audience consisted of about 
500 persons, who were seated and standing in 
front of the space formerly used for roller- 
skating. The first intimation of what was 
coming was received by Mrs. Deery, a lady

thing on her neck, like scalding water, and, 
looking up, received another drop 
upon her = hand.

There was an immediate 
stampede for different points of exit. <A lady 
with achild in her arms received about an 
ounce of the scorching stuff on her 
bonnet. and the fluid, trickling down, fell on 
the infant’s cheek. The little one writhed in 
agony, Screaming loudly... A boy standing 
near was burnt on the forehead and s.g@rted a 


| scene of confusion by his loud outecries,which 


was followed. by screams of pain from a dozen 
others. The victims finally became composed 
enough to get outof the building ina tory 
numbering over forty, and twenty 
of them proceeded to the drug 
store of Dr. Harshberger, at 
Fortieth street and Girard avenue. The re- 
mainder suffered only trivial injuries and 
went to theirhomes. It isnot known who 
were the guilty parties who committed the 
crime, but the Scalise are making an effort to 
apprehend them.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


Lonpon, October 26.—Sir William Harcourt, 
speaking at Glasgow yesterday, said that both 
the late and present governments were re- 
luctant to proceed at an early stage against 


the land league, because it was not desirable 
to suppress what pretended to constitu- 
tional agitation, especially if connected with 
a real grievance, but when such -an agitation 
avowed illegal ends, no government would 
fail to be supported in any and all 
measures it might take for the safety 
of socicty. The last, he said, was 
difficult and painful, but the government 
having set its hands to the plough they might 
rely on its not turning back. The speech was 
received with prolonged cheering. Mr. 
Plunkett, conservative member of parliament 
and formerly solicitor-general for Ireland, ad- 
dressing the meeting at Chelsea, approved the 
recent action of the governmentin Lreland, 
and declared that the partisans of sedition 
must be shown; they would find all 
loyal men of every party against them, and 
that the vigorous action in the present crisis 
should be abetted and every sign of resistance 
to the law be overpowered. These declara- 
tions and that of Mr. Chamberlin at Liver- 
pool, made almost simultaneously, attract 
much attention, as they demonstrate the 
practical agreement of the various sections of 
politicians on the present treatment of the 
lrish question by the government. 

Rev. William Fitzgerald, Catholic. bishop 
of Ross, has issued a letter in condemnation 
of the ‘‘no rent’? manifesto of the land league, 
in which he says that the manifesto has ex- 
cited dismay among the best friends of the 
lrish people. 

The Times in an editorial discussing Secre- 
tary Blaine’s letter to Minister Lowell with 
reference to the Panama canal and the Mon- 
roe doctrine, says: “The weighty nature of 
the interests of America in the use of any 
inter-oceanic canal through the isthmus of 
Panama will be readily admitted, but Mr. 
Blaine pushes the point too far when he would 
have the world take it for granted that no 
government except his own and that of Co- 
lumbia has any claims to be consulted in re- 
gard to the neutrality of the work. The prop- 
osition is far from self-evident and is unfor- 
M@ately not supperted in the letter by argu- 
ments which will make it acceptable to the 
European powers, and least of all to England.”

A MISSING CHILD. 


DETAILS OF A LITTLE BOY’SSUDDEN 
DISAPPEARANCE, 


A North Carolina Farmer with His Wife Going to the 
Woods to “Rive” Boards, Take a Little Four- 
Year-Old with Them, Who Mysteriously 
Disappears—A fFruitless Search.

ASHEVILLE, N. C,, October 22.—There is now 
going on inthe northern part of this. Bun- 
combe, county, a search for a child whose 
mysterious disappearance baffles all conjec- 
ture.

The Misslasipp! River Improvement Convention. 

St. Lovis, October 26.—The Mississippi river 
improvement convention met at the Grand 
opera house at half-past 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing. About 500 delegates were present from 
all the states in the Mississippi valley. 
Michael McEnnis, president of the local ex- 
ecutive committee, called the convention to 
order. The secretary of the executive com- 
mittee then read the call for the convention, 
after which Mr. McEnnis spoke, and in the 
course of his address said: 

It isstrange that atthis late day there should be 
a necessity for calling the people of this valley to- 
gether to urge upon congress the duty and obliga- 
tion to enact measures fur the improvement of the 
Mississippi and its navigable tributaries. The peo- 
ple of the United States are famous for their public 
spiritand enterprise. Every subject involving the 
welfare of the people has received due attention 
except alone the question that has brought us to- 
gether. This valley of ours iucludes eighteen states 
and three territories; iscapable of producing suffi- 
cient to feed, clothe and house 
world. 3 
of the United States, and could sustain ten times 
the number of itsinhabitants, and now yields a sur- 
plus of production thit has turned the balance of 
trade in our favor, and made us creditor 
instead of debior to the nation. Our duty 
is plait and imperative, and we must 
go before congress With overwhelming proof of the 
uecessities of improving these rivers by deepening 
the channels, removing obstaclesand giving us a 
free outlet to the gull. 

Mr. Henry Hitcheock next delivered the 
address of welcome; he said in the course of 
his speech:

But men in the cities, wholive by handling or 
dealing in cotton, or by occupations to which the 
great staple crop pays tribute, as it does to nearly 
every occupation in the south, a:e always 
ready to give you figures of the cost of 
cotton-raising. There is hardly a business 
man in Atlanta who will not talk will- 
ingly on this subject, giving figures, estimates, and 

instances with convincing readiness and fullness. 
But the listener will do well not to yield too easily 
to conviction, for theie isa most perplexing variation 
in the estimates of different men. Ihave heard the 
cost per pound estimated all the way from 2% to 9 
cents. To the cotton-raiser this means the differ- 
ence between perpetual poverty and sudden wealth. 
The lower estimate represents a possibility already 
realized by a few of the st farmers? and 
open to many, the higher a pty gp 
fact drawn from the expericnee of noanande oO 

cotton-raisers, Who goon year after year pursuing 
the same Joose systein of cultivation, and producing 
one bale to three or fouracres. With cotton at 10 
cents a pound, or $50 a bale, the profits of this kind 
of farming are too small to be easily reckoned. But 
the practical problem is to get at the average cost, 
not the extremes, The elements of the calculation 
are numerous, complex, and never the same on 
two farms. The cost of land is generally disre- 
garded, as many farms are rented, and the 
cost of those tilled by their owners varies, according 
to location, from $1.50 to $30 per acre. The hire of 
help at about $10 per month, board of help, which 
Varies so much according as supplies are raised or 
purchased, the cost of fertilizers, if any are used, 
extra help in picking at from 50 cents to $1.25 per 100 
pounds of seed cotton, ginningat $2 a bale, baling 
and hauling to market, are the chief items of the 
expense account. On the other side are to be 
reckoned the receipts from the sale of the crop, the 
present price bcing a little over ten cents per ponnd, 
and the value of the seed if sent to the oi! mill, used 
for feed or returned to the land as manure, and not 
wasted, as is often the case. It would take several 
years of observation and inquiry to, determine 
with precision what result this calculation would 
lead to if applied to the whole south. 
Nobody has thought it worth while to make the 
effort on a large scale. The estimates that one hears 
so frequently of from 6 to 9 cents a pound are based 
on limited experience, guesses, and impressions 
rather than on well-digested data. but they are at 
least near the truth, asI think will be shown with 
sufficient clearness by a comparison of the results 
of two widely different systems of farming.

The cost of producing cotton is a subject more 
frequently discussed than any other among all 
classes of people in the south. Dechakiy the farmer 
himself—the average farmer, that is—discusses it 
less and thinks about it less than those whose 
interest in the matter is less immediate and direct. 
The owners of gins, cotton presses and compresses, 
the country merchants who sell supplies on 
credit for a mere trifle of 60 or 70 per cent advance 
on cash prices, the warehousemen, the shippers, 
and the manufacturers, are reasonably sure of their 
profits, no matter how closely the cost of production 
approaches the selling price. The farmer's cnly 
gain is found between the two. It is with him an 
individual problem. Nothing thathecan do will 
affect the market price of cotton, but the percent- 
age of fitto him which that price repre- 
sents «2 factor easily within his 
control if he would — take the trouble to control 
it. Askany dozen white or colored farmers who 
drive into Atlanta, Rome, or Augusta with their 
two or three bales of cotton how much it has cost 
them a pound to raise it, and the answers given 
will show that they have thought about the matter 
only in a vague way and have really no definite 
idea of the expenditure whicha bale of cotton rep- 
resents. In this the cotton-raisers of Georgia 
and the south are not unlike farmers the 
world over. Few western or northern 
farmers can tell even approximately the cost per 
bushel of their corn or wheat: and M. de Reinach, 
the French agricultural writer, frequently laments

GUYITEAU'’S PLEA. 


The Statement Which the Court Declined to Hear 
and Which Goes Far to Establish His Sanity. 
Philadelphia Press. 

We printin fac-simile the statement which the 
court at Washington on Friday last refused to hear 
Guiteau read, It was *presented by him on his ar- 
raignment, and is of importance as going far to es- 
tablish the absolute sanity of the assassin. We pre- 
serve in brackets the interlineations and corrections 
made by the assassin himself in the draft of this 

plea: 

If the court please, 1 wish to say I have been 
terribly villitied by the press, and it has made some 

vrsons bitter and impulsive against me. On Octo- 

ber 6th the New York Herald published seven col- 
umns from my autobiography, which I expect to 
ixsuc soon ina book. Aside from the impertinent 
statements that I ain a creature of the greatest van- 
ityand that I ‘trave notoriety,’ which are abso- 
lutely false, and similiar unkind statements, | am 
indebted to the reporter and to the Herald for giv- 
ing me so faira hearing. [It is a fair hearing, be- 
cause they have published mostly my own words, 
and have not twisted my words against me. Itis 
the first fair nearing I have had in the case. | 

I plead not guilty tothe indictment, and my « 
fense is threefold: 

1. Insanity: in that it was God’s act and not 
mine. ‘The divine pressure on me to remove the 
president was so enormous that it destroyed my free 
agency, and therefore I am not legally responsible 
for my act. 

2. ‘the president died from malpractice. About 

three months after he wasshot his physicians [held], 
after a careful examination, decided that he 
would recover. Two months after this official an- 
nouncement he died. Therefore lsuy he was not 
fatally shot. If he had been well treated he would 
have recovered. 
3. The president died in New Jersey, ana there- 
fore beyoud the jurisdiction of this court. This 
malpractice and the president's death in New Jer- 
sey are special proceedings and Lam bound to avail 
myself cof these ou imy trial [for the Lord’s} in 
justice to the Lord and myself. iundertake to say 
that the Lord is managing my case with consumate 
ability, and that he had a special object in allowing 
the president to die in New Jersey. His manage- 
meut of this ease is worthy of him as the Deity, 
aud’ I have entire confidence in his disposition 
to protect me and seud me forth to the world 
a tree and vindicated man. “He uttered 
his voice,’’ says the Psalmist, ‘“‘and the earth 
melted.’’ This isthe God Iserved when I sought 
to remove the president, and He is bound to take 
care of me. [**He uttered His voice and the earth 
melted.”’ He, my God.] The Lord and the people 
do not seem to agree in this case. The seonie con- 
sider the president’s removal an unbearable outrage 
and me a dastardly assassin, and they prayed the 
Lord to spare the president, and for nearly three 
(hath He] months the {Master} Lord kept the presi- 
dent at the point of death and then allowed him to 
depart, thereby confirming my act.

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FOR SUNKEN MILLIONS 


The Tale of Fabulous Wealth Lost on an English 
Man-of-War Told Again in Delaware. 

WILMINGTON, Del., October 26.—A_ special 
Lewes to the Morning News, dated Saturday, 
thatthe International submarine diving company, 
organized two years capitalists in Philadel- 
phia to search for the Debrank, an English sloop-of- 
foundered in astorm off Lewes, this 
state, June 10, 1798, has discovered evidences of the 
missing vessel. According to papers in possession 
of Samuel 8. MeCracken, a pilot, whose grandfather 
was the oily survivorand who was engaged in pilot- 
ing the vesselinto harbor, about 252,000,000 of specie 
and jewels went down with her. The money was 
taker by the Debraak from an inte rcepted Spanish 
fleet while on her way to Halifax, E ngland, irom a 
successful cruise on the Spanish’ main, With the 
specie 200 prisoners were taken. When the vessel 
foundered the prisoners were in irons on the lower 
deck and were alllost. Captain James Drew, who 
commanded the vessel and whose body was recov- 
ered two days following, lies buried in St. Peter's 
churchyard at Lewes. Two years afterthe wreck 
ha British government sent two frigates to 
raise the Debraak, but Without SUCCESS, 
McCracken says that the Debraak lies in tifteen fath- 
oms of water. The divers tounda long, irregular 
ridge aboutl5 feet high, 18 feet wide and 60 feet 
long.’ On each side are piles of loose stone, SUp- 
pesed to be the ballast thrown from frigatesin the 
effort to raise the wreck in 1800. Rough weather 
nterfering with further operations, the company 
was compelled to postpone the search, and on 
Wednesday the divers returned to Philadelphia. 
The work, however, will be vigorously pushed for- 
ward as soon as favorable weather sets in.

A Veteran Whe Declares the United States a Despotic 
Ceuntry. 

Decatur, Ind., October 26.—Two weeks ago 
Officer Mitchell, of Greensboro, Pa., quietly 
arrested an old man in Fort Wayne, and hur- 
ried off with him to Greensboro, to answer the 
charge of burglary, whereby it was alleged 
that he had obtained the sum of $2,500 from 
the trunk of Mr. George Granlee. 

“My name is Joseph Brovinski,”’ he said. ‘‘I 
ama nativeof Poland, and am legal heir toa 
very large estate near Warsaw. I was born in 
1789, and will be 92 years of age on the 12th 
day of next December. I fought for the great 
Napoleon, in Pontatowski’s command, unil 
that prince was drowned at Leipsic, when I 
was transferred at my request to Colonel Gar- 
don’s command, in’ Marshal Grouchy’s corps, 
and hence was deterred from taking ‘noni 4 in 
the immediate battle of Waterloo. After Na- 
poleon was banished I remzined in France 
about four years, during which time my father 
died. Soon after his death his estates were 
seized, and although I have tried every con- 
ceivable plan to. get some portion of their 
value, I failed, and they are to-day held by a 
Russian nobleman. Canlincourt, through the 
friends he had made while minister to Russia, 
made every effort to encompass my object for 
me, but without success. 

In 1859 Icame to America and associated 
myself with Dr. Inskip of Alleghany asa vete 
rinary surgeon. I was from that time until 
1868 periodically in Alleghany and Jersy 
es at this latter date I lost all the money I 
had, and in 1870 was arrested in Erie for lar- 
ceny and sent to the western penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania. I served my time and went 
out in 1873 a broken down old man. I did 
not give my proper name there, but 1am 
proud to say that I was the only Polander 
In that prison. It wus my _. inten- 
tion to procure assistance through the 
French consul of New York, and return 
to France, where I have a_ son _ living, 
but I was deterred by various considerations 
[ went to Philadelphia and lived there, prac- 
ticing as veterinary surgeon, until last Au- 
gust, when I received a considerable amount 
of money. I went to Greenesboro, and while 
there met two men who had known me in 
prison, and it was through them that 
picion was attached to me. They failed to 
make any case against me, and Lamon my 
way to Chicago. l expect to go back to 
France in November, and I shall never, never 
leave her shores again. Next to Russia, the 
United States government is the most des- 
potic in the world.”
